Boio Common Lamps Waste Light.— Did

the common lamps actually waste one- 


lf . or more of all the light produced, 


and are therefore doubly expensive?

This is just what is: done in a majority of 
lamps. IH several of the lamps now made 
this loss is: saved b;r omitting the metal 
cap, and having the glass chimney set 
down beiow the Bottom of the flame. 
Such an arrangement is equivalent to 
saving half the expenses of oil. Tae 
Argnad principle' is of great utility. 
This is _an arranger lent for having a cur- 
rent of air pass up "' hrough the center of 
a circular flame, ::uruishijg oxygen to 
its interior. The combustion is much 
more intense, and the light correspond- 
ingly greafcer.~— Agriculturist.

Grain. Au'Enrppo and America. 


•Eurppe produclf^ipw ' on an average 


54)00,000,000 bushels of grain, of which 
Russia produces one-third, Germany and 
France,* 520,000^000 each and Austria 
500,000,000., The United-States produces 
1,600,000, 000 jbuahela, or about the same 
as Russia. .Iaord«r to appreciate the ad- 
vantages of the lliitei States, the popu- 
tion should be ^akon into account; this is 
for the ¥nited, 40 000,000, and therefore 
we producfrforty bushels per head; while 
while Europe; 'witt a populatioa bf quite 
300000,(JOO, prpdue 23 sixteen bushela : Rus- 
sia' twenty-six bushels per head and Great 
Britian only four bushels per head. As 
the average quantity 'of grain consumed, 
per head, is fifteen bushels, -we produce 
nearly three times as much as we want. 
Russia scarcely twice its wants, Europe on 
an average ail needed, but Great Britian, 
not nmc}i more ttiiin one-fourth. It will 
be seen that the general production far 
surpasses the consumption, out this ex- 
cess, is absorbed by breweries and distil- 
leries all over the; world, w.hich do' more 
to keep the price o£ breadstuff* at a high 
figure than anVhittsr 


An experiment in: cb- operatve farming 


has been tried in EriglandL Several years 
ago Mr. Brand, spe_aker- in the house of 
commons, anriptiiieed \ his intention p^ 
taking his^raborere into partnership in 
the pr,ofit ot his extensive farm of 670 
acres. 
The reStlit ot the experiment 


shovrs that- cb-bperative farming is not 
likely to Jprvbe ; successiul. In theory, 
the laborers should 'have been inspired 
to, more hearty arid.inthusiastic labor by 
a plan whilcli prbrnised them a -share in 
the, net profits, . -besides their regular 
wages. jBut in practice, up result pf this 
Sort was ; noticeable. ; They took fcheir- 
wage& right aloagv and such pickings as 
they could get, and > :did n't bother their 
heads- particurarly about : Mr. Brand's 
complicated bookkeeping aud the ledger 
entries of profit au'd loss. Under the old 
system, indeed, there was a rather strong- 
er stimttlu3.from;self-:nterest than under 
he new. The fvrmer who leased: the 
aridof the landlord had a distinct con- 
tract which he had to meet, yand was ol 
course interested in making as much af» 
pos3lbl(B in additipa. He made, in turn, 
the contracts with ^ the laborers in such 
a way as to get the.most and the best out 
of their labor. Upder the co-operation 
system the' ^>rofits[pt the farm fell off 
considerably, iitdi£ating that the syatem 
is not likely 'to prpye successful. — Letbit- 
•ton Journal.
